Faivar, December 20, 1822.

The affairs, which were to become the 
objects of deliberation at the Congress, were, 
continues the same report, to be terminated 
by the ministers of the respective powers. 
Several arrests are stated to have taken place 
at Verona, and other cities in Italy; and pla- 
ces are mentioned in which strangers were 
prohibited from entering. It is affirmed that 
one of the first operations of the Congress will 
be to decree the evacuation of Piedmont, by 
the Austrian troops. 


Hussia and Curkep. 

An article. a.ted Frankfort, (ict 21. states 
that after an extraordinary Divan at Constan- 
tinople, to which fifty-six persons were sum- 
moned, the Reis Effendi addressed a very 
important nete to the ministers of Austria, 
France and Prussia, in which the reasons are 
explained that induced the Sultan to reject 
every proposal leading to a renewal by the 
Porte of the ancient relations with Russia. 
Intelligence had been received from War- 
saw to the 25th of October, that the greater 
part of the Russian Western Army, which 
was to have fallen back into the interior of the 
empire, had received orders to retain its pre- 
sent position. It is also observed, that the 
new winter quarters of the Southern Army 
are very much concentrated, and the troops 
are distributed in such a manner, that they 
may be united at a very short notice, if the 
Turkish army on the rigit bank of the Danube 
should make any movement indicative of hos- 
tile intentions. 
The laest accounts from Constantinople 
are of the 27th of September. At that period 
no recent news had been received from the 
fleet, or from the Morea. The Persians had 
advanced on one sie to Erzerum, and on the 
other to Salimamich. Bagdad defended itself 
with great vigour, but its capitulation was 
considered certain. The Turks have expe- 
rienced great loss; and they write from Ara- 
bia, that Wechabites had carried off the cara- 
van going from Mecca to Medina, killing 
from nine to ten thousand Turks.

The Herefords are more equal as a class than t! 
improved Short-horns. Their offal is equally fine, many 
of them handle well, and have a very good quality ot 
meaf. ‘They give very little milk, but breed well, and 
are hardy and healthy. Their colour ts not attractive, 
their dispositions are much less placid, thei skins thick- 
er and move tesse ; they, therefore, take on fat less free- 
ly, especially at an early age. They do not attain so 
creat a stature in the same number of months, and have 
never at any period, but particularly in youth, that per- 
fect symmetry which distinguishes the Short-herns.— 
Their bind quarters are very frequently coarse and 
short; their ramps low, their heads fleshy an@ heavy, 
and thelr breasts scanty and.defective ; but their shoul- 
ders are almost uniformly fine; their neck yeins full, 
their flanks in some few instances good, and their twists 
generally excellent. I found a vast number with flat 
sides, very tew with wide hips, and the hair of almost 
all was very short and harsh. 

These, sity, appear to me, upon a careful examination, 
to be the distinctions between the two rival breeds. I 
need scarcely add, that I think there is a decided supe- 
riority in the Shoit-horns. 

I have every reason to believe that on the same food, 
and in the same relative circumstances, the Short-horns 
would be as good at two years old, as the Herefords are 
at three. If, however, half a dozen of each were com- 
mitted to the care of the same person, and brought up 
precisely in the same manner, the result would be highly 
interesting ; and if they were brought up here, I would 
give the Herefords their food for nothing, if they were 
the conquerors. 

I am well aware that without such a trial, there wil! 
continue to be a great difference of opinion on this ques- 
tion ; but as my object is truth and usefulness, and not 
fallacy and controversy, I submit my remarks with eve- 
ry deference, to the judgment of your readers, not being 
ut all auxrous to enter into any defence of the opinion 
I have formed, if itcan be proved to be erroneous; asl

The he#4 Nas a strange 
appearance, esne>tally about the eyes, which 
look. Jike “Tn organs in a mask, and are in 
act little else. The motions of these enor- 
mous snakes are exceedingly beautiful : rais- 
ing their heads as if by a magic power, when 
they assume a perpendicular direction; and 
when moving horizontally, undulating in the 
most sliding, graceful, and picturesque invo- 
lutions. The tongue is soft and harmless, 
resembling a swallow’s tail, the danger from 
this animal being only in its tremendous power 
of compression, and ih its bite. The scales 
smooth, and the colours varied and rich. 

In a smaller cage (also lined with flannel, 
and the front well guarded with wire,) is a 
serpent of a more mortal character, and one 
which we are not aware was ever before 
brought alive to England: it is the famous 
Cobro de Cape!lo, the Hooded or Spectacle 
Snake (Coluber Naja of Linnzus.) Of this 
venomous reptile the bite is certain and spee- 
dy death, unless a remedy is immediately 
applied. A volatile alkali taken internally, 
and constant action to prevent sleep, form, we 
believe, the best antidote. The specimen 
here éxhibited is about five feet in length. 
Its head is flat, and its aspect sinzularly fierce 
and disagreeable. If provoked, it darts so 
furiously against the wires as to injure itself; 
and now, seemingly aware of this, except 
much irritated, it only shows its resentment by 
hissing, erecung its head, and looking stead- 
fastly at the assailant. The Boas, under similar 
circumstances also hiss and endeavour to bite. 
On each side of the neck of the Cobro (which 
is very smali) are radiations like lateral fins ; 
and behind, the two marks which procure it 
the name of Spectacle. Its colour is browner 
than that of the Boas, and the speckles by 
no means sé brilliant. The scales are rough 
—generally, if not always, a characteristic of 
the poisonous serpent. The tongue forked, 
like the others, and harmless, the venom ly- 
ing in grooves of the teeth. When deprived 
of these fadgs, which are long and crooked, 
the Cobro is tauglit to dance to the Indian’s 
pipe, and to writhe innocuously about his 
person, It is evidently the same snake which 
we see carved so often, and so highly vene- 





rated, among the mystic symbols in Egyptian
